In some respects it isa pity that the Selectmen’s 
meetings are marred by the continuing arguments 
between Selectman John Brooks and Selectman Lloyd 
Bender.

Brooks does have a power of suggestion, which 
he exercises, and too often these suggestions have 
led the town officers astray. 

Bender, more than any other Selectman with the

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A WEIRD POLICE REPOR 


A weird report on use of one or 
two man cars, in police depart- 
ments, which was labeled ‘Inter- 
departmental Communication, was 
the subject of comment by the 
Selectmen Monday night. 

After reporting that the town is 
currently experimenting on a one 
man police patrol system for sixty 
days, the report went on to give 
statistics on the manning of police 
patrol cars in cities ofover 10,000 
and went on to say: 


The above table shows that 508 
of 1329 cities reporting use one- 
man police patrol cars exclusively, 
and 759 cities use a combination 
of one-man and two-man cars, 
Only 64 cities use two-man patrol 
cars exclusively, Of the 608 
cities using one-man cars exclu- 
sively, 336 (66 per cent) are in 
the 10,000 to 25,000 population 
group, Of the 1265 cities using 
one-man patrol cars, 982 use them 
on all shifts, 145 use them on 
the day shift only, 5 on the night 
shift only, and the remaining 133 
use them in other combinations of 
shifts, 

Under all ordinary patrol condi- 
tions the one-man auto patrol is 
considered adequate, improved 
police communications, parti- 
cularly the two-way radio, have 
removed any real arguments 
against one-man patrol operations, 
Apatrolman operating by himself 
in an automobile is more efficient 
than when he has a brother officer 
with him, This follows for two 
reasons, ‘ 

(1) Given; ten men available 
for patrol duty, If the men operate 
in pairs, the town is divided into 
five patrol areas, If they operate 
singly, the town will be divided 
into 10 districts, each only half 
as large. Twice the patrol service 
is thus provided; a police car gives 
twice the attention to the district; 
a given police hazard is inspected 
or passed during a tour of duty 
twice as many times as it would 
if there were only half as many 
units, Further, the factor of 
safety 1s somewhat dependent on 
the availability of a larger number 
of patrol units, 

(2). The officer patrolling alone 
is also more efficient for the 
reason that he gives first attention 
to police duties. When together, 
two officers spend part of their 
time visiting, swapping stories, 
and neglecting their regular rou- 
tine duties, Further, there is 
greater temptation for them to be 
involved in small delinquencies and 
infractions of the rules, when one 
makes a suggestion which is

GEORGIA POLICE CHIEF 
QUITS FOR WILMINGTON 


It was the kind of job that came 
natural to Jim, and the natives of 
Smithfield began to regard him as

@ new Police Chief. Somehow the 
councilors of that city had heard 
of Jim’s work in Smithfleld, and 
they took a 350 mile trip to the 
North Carolina town, for the pur-

They didn’t interview their cho- 
sen candidate - instead they inter- 
viewed the people of Smithfield, 
They stood outside the churches, 
on a Sunday morning, and asked 
People as they were leaving about 
Jim Murray. 

Every person they asked had a 
good report on their candidate, 
The four men then retired to a 
cafe, for breakfast, and to talk 
things over, and they, incidentally 
asked the cafe owner for his opin- 
fon of a ‘guy named Murray’ 

The cafe owner then told the 
four men, all strangers, how Jim 
Murray had solved a series of

On" ri, 1959 Murray 
became~‘the~Clilef of Police of 
Washington; "A city of about 4000,

It was, Murray says, a nice job, 
He owned a farm, somewhere out- 
side, in the county, and everything 
was quite comfortable, 

But, with the rising Civil Rights 
troubles, Jim took a second look 
at his job, and decided it wasn’t 
worthwhile. 

‘Being a Police Chief in Georgia 
isn’t worth the money they pay you, 
today’ he says, 

There had never been any Civil 
Rights troubles in Washington, and 
possibly there wouldn’t be any, but 
Jim didn’t want any part in such 
actions, 

The police, in Georgia, are al- 
lowed to used firearms only in 
defense, To top this, there is no 
such thing as insurance for the 
members of the police depart- 


a 
‘If there had been any trouble’ 


he says,‘I could have been held 
personally responsible, Every 
thing I own could have been lost!’ 

The city council voted that the 
reserve policemen should also be 
armed, 

Jim had to go along to the extent 
of buying pistols for the reserve 


policemen, but he wouldn’t give 


the pistols to the men, ‘I didn’t 
want anybody to start shooting. I 
could trust my regulars, but who 
can teil what a reserve - evena 
good intentioned reserve - would 
do if a riot started!’ 

Finally, on June 8th of this year 
Jim decided that he had had enough, 
The Mayor and the Council were 
very nice to him - but he wanted 
to get away before anything started 
that might lead to bloodshed, 

He quit, The Councilors andthe 
Mayor wrote nice letters of com- 
mendation ‘Chief Murray took over 
his job under very trying circum- 
stances and I feel he did a rather 
magnificient job’ said the Mayor, 

And Jim Murray traveled north 
- to a land he hopes wiil have no 
troubles over the Civil Rights 
questions. 

He 1s looking for a job now, in 
Massachusetts - but who wants a 
Poilce Chief? There aren’t many 
openings for Police Chiefs. 

He and his wife Lee like Wil- 
mington, They are amazed at the 
old houses, and the remarkable 
state of preservation in which the 
houses are, 

Somehow, Jim feels, he is going 
to get a police job, or one similar 
to it, near Wilmington, 

Because it is better to live in 
Massachusetts than in Georgia, if 
a fellow wants to be a policeman,
